“There are no real (early) 
physical symptoms that you can 
find,”Tong said of the hepatitis B 
Virus, The only way a person can 
determine 让 they have the virus 
before the physical effects of liver 
disease or cancer develops is 
through a blood test， 

Currently, there is no _ effective 
treatment for people who have 
already contracted the disease 
other than the hepatitis B immune 
gobulin developed for infants. 

Tong was one of the first re- 
searchers to uncover the connec- 
tion _ between the virus and liver 
cancer while studying _ cancer 
victims in Taiwan in 1969. 

“While I was in the Navy，one 
of the doctors in Taipei took me on 
a tour of their hospital,， Tong 
explained，During the tour，he 
noted that a_ great many of the 
patients there were liver cancer 
victimns， 

Then . an Investigator in the 
Department of Clinical，Investi- 
gation for_ the Navy based in 
Taiwan,， Tong and his colleagues 
applied blood tests to the Patients 
and discovered a definite connec- 
tion between the _ patients with 
liver _ cancer and -the viral infec-

State Urges Pregnant Women 


To Test for Hepatitis Virus 


BERKELEY 一 The state De- 
partment of Health Services is 
planning a program which will 
disseminate information and 
guidelines to all medical care 
providers on the effects and treat- 
ment of the hepatitis B virus on 
pregnant women and their 
children，according to Dr. James 
Chin， chief of the Infectious 
Disease Section ， 


Pregnant Asian women who- 


havethe hepatitis B virus run a 30 
te 40% risk of transmitting the 
virus to their child，much higher 
than those of other racial groups. 

According to Chin，one out of 
ten births recorded at the Chinese 
Hospital in SF resulted in mother- 

-child hepatitis B virus transmis- 
sion，compared to a general US 
population transmission Tate of 
two to three out of 1,000 births. 

HICGH RISK 
In a study among Chinese 
Americans conducted in New York 
City，10 to 15% of the women 
surveyed who were of child- 


bearingljage were found to be virus - 


CarITiers. 

The state program, targeted for 
March, follows a recommendation 
by the US Public Health Ser- 
vices Advisory _ Committee .on 
Immunization Practices and the 
Committee on Infectious Diseases 
of :the American Academy of 
Pediatrics that all infants born to 
mothers infected with hepatitis B 
virus Should receive hepatitis B 
imnmune gobulin at birth to 


prevent development of hepatitis 


B viral infection, Chin explained. 

A major problem，however，is 
reaching the high risk groups who 
need to_ be informed,，Chin said. 
“We want to get the word out that 
pregnant women who have hepa- 
titis 也 virus run a high risk of 
giving that ， infection to their 
child, he said. 

Chin suggested that since the 
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only way to detect the virus is 
through a blood test, “it would 
make sense to Toutinely screen 
women， particularly Asian 
women，for hepatitis B virus in 
addition to blood type.” 

“If we dont identify mothers 
who have the hepatitis B virus， 
weve lost the chance to Prevent 
hepatitis 也 ,he said. 

All pregnant women are urged 
to consult their physician to 
determine 让 they are hepatitis B 
virus carriers，and all infected 
mothers should bring their infants 
in for treatment during the first six 
months after birth,， Chin said.

Attacks Rent Control 


WASHINGTON 一 A presiden- 
tial advisory “commission 
"recently' proposed an end to local 
rent control laws and Proposed 
that ， Congress cut off federal 
housing funds to cities thatenforce 
such controls.
